SHAFTER'S HEADQUARTERS, near Santiago 


July 10, via Port Antonio, Jamaica, per Associated 
Press Boat Dandy, July 1 1—(Copyrighted by Asso- 
ciated Press)—At 11:30 this morning Gen. Shatter 
notified Gen. Toral, the Spanish commander, that 
by President McKinley's directions, the Spanish 
proposition to surrender if thegarrison was allowed 
to leave Santiago, with side arms, is rejected, and 
that the United States would accept no terms but 
mmediate and unconditional surrender. Toral at 
2:45 p. m. replied in a brief note that he rejected 
McKinley's proposal and would consent to no other 
terms than those offered by himself. At 3:15 Shaf- 
ter notified Toral that the armistice would be term- 
inated and hostilities resumed at'4. 
At the same 


time he issued instructions to each of the division 
commanders to prepare for a fresh attack on the 
Spanish works. 
These orders were promulgated 


from Aguadores to ElCaney. When the courier left 
with this dispatch, just before 4 o'clock the artillery 
was preparing to open on the Spaniards at the end 
of the armistice. 
The dynamite gun had been 


trained on a Spanish block house with such abso- 
lute precision that the first shot would obi iterate it 
The American soldiers will sleep in the trenches to- 
night. 
Eight batteries of light artillery will be in 


position at midnight and the §jege guns, just landed 
will be ready for action at 10 o'clock to-morrow 
morning.
